Clipper Editorial Leads to Big Payroll for Crestview 


Vo demonstrate what other towns in 
the South are doing to get additional pay- 
rolls in their communities the action taken 
by Crestview, Ila. businessmen will be 
traced in cletail because this Particular op- 
eration came about through an _ editorial 
printed in The Hlba Clipper. 

several months ago the Tamco Cor- 
poration, which makes shirts for Montgo- 
mery Ward, Sears-Roebuck and other large 
National retail outlets, came to Elba with 
the proposition that they locate a plant in

In commenting on the decision, 
| The Clipper blamed no one, but sadly 
recognized the fact it would be diffi- 
cult to raise $50,000 to $100,000 to con- 
struct a shirt plant. That’s a lot of dol- 
| lars in Elba, 
George Ebel, wide-awake district man- 
ager for Olen Department Stores, read The 
Clipper editoral and carried it back to his 
| base of operations in Crestview. He turned 
| the clipping over the the Civic Improvement 
; Council on Jan, 22, 1954. 
The Council went into action immedi- 
ately, checking on Tamco’s financial sta- 
bility, preparing brochures, collecting ne- 
cessary statitistics and data and seeking 
ways of providing a building for the com- 
pany. This information was prepared and 
on Feb, 10, Roy Musikanto, president of 
Tamco, was contacted, 
| When his initial response proved fav- 
|orable and requested more information, the 
| new data was secured and forwarded to him 
slong with pictures of a vacant plant which 
was offered as a permanent or temporary 
tructure, 
| Meanwhile, 400 other communities 
in the Southeast were bidding for this 
| large payroll that Elba turned down. 
They were stating their case, one of 
them (Samson) most effectively. After 
about 69 days of correspondence and 
| negotiations Musikanto accepted the 
| proposition offered by Samson. Think- 
ine they had made another ‘dry run”, 
Improvement Committee in 
Crestview released a builder and large 


Civic 


property owner from a committment to 
build a plant and continued their rest- 
less search for more industry. 

About the middle of August the big 
break came when Tamco officials called 
the Crestview organization, notifying them 
that the Alabama town had failed to follow 
through with its committments and that 
they were ready to bring the plant to Crest- 
view. (Samson could raise only a fraction 
of the money necessary to build a plant.) 

Since the men who had originally pro- 
mised to build the plant had invested their 
money elsewhere, the Council had to dic 
up other capital. They found two men with 
the money and civie pride and sent them on 
an expense-paid trip to Chicago to talk with 
Tamco officials. The pair found out the 
undertaking was beyond their financial 
abilities but promised Musikanto he could 
get a building in Crestview. 

On their return, the Civic Improvement 
Council and the City Council arranged a 
joint meeting. The CIC suggested that part 
of the funds held by the city as’ proceeds 
from arecent revenue certificate issue be 
diverted to finance the construction of a 
building for rental to Tamco. After city at- 
torneys said the action was all right, Roy & 
Ben Musikanto went to Crestview to accent 
the proposition. : 

It means that Crestview is almost 
certainly assured of a half million dol- 
lar payroll annually. This could have 
been Elba’s as the lead for Crestview’s 
contact came from a Clipper editorial. 

Hditorially, The Clipper has noted that 
Coffee County has a low per capita income 
compared to the rest of the United States. 
But Bill English seems to have hit the solu- 
tion when he said, “If Elba and West Cof- 
fee County want to forge ahead and get 
new industry, they are going to have to dig 
a little deeper and sacrifice a little bit more 
in proportion in order to land something 
really worth while,”
